Peas are now very abundant, but like all other 
things tbey want sunshine to fill the pods. Very 
often such peas as ne plus uitra (whicn is still one 
of the best) and British Queen, if the pods are 
gathered closely as fast as they fill, will make a 
second growth, on which flowers and pods will 
appear in due course. Peas are like all other 
annuals, they will continue to produce blossoms 
and strive to produce seeds so long as any strength 
remains in the stems or roots. This is one way of 
obtaining late peas. Another way is to sow rather 
largely several kinds about the end of June. As 
the main crop peas are Hes d strong this year. 
If all the pods are gathered when fit, there will be 
a good chance of obtaining a second crop from the 
same plants.
